A good h alf of th e av erage m a n’s interest in 
th e sea, for instance, is undoubtedly due to th e tact th at 
Sh ips occasionally leav e port and are seen no more,

aw ay all trace of da ng e r from any tra de and y ou m ake of 
k someth ing prosaic. 
Th ere was a striking ex am ple of th is just th e oth e r day , 
wh en a destructiv e gale ra v ag ed sh ipping on th e great 
lakes. 
A passeng er steam er, disabled by a cracked steam pressure 
ch est, drifted for two day s close to a lee sh ore, with 12*5 peo­ 
ple aboard. 
A 5 00-foot steel freigh t steamer, loaded deep with iron ore 
from th e Lake Superior mines, w e nt ash ore in Lake Erie and 
was h a m m e r e d by th e wav es for day s before h e r crew could 
be rescued. 
In Lake Huron a sm aller steamer, coming dow n 
from 
G eorgian Bay w ith pulpw ood, was strained by th e storm so 
th a t h er seams opened. 
Sh e foundered a sh ort time a fte r 
th e coast g uard, by h eroic ex ertions, h ad m a na g e d to take oil 
h er officers and men. 
Th is sort of th ing, for some reason, puts a tinge of rom ance 
into th e ordinarily unex citing business of great lakes s h ip­ 
ping. 
Th e men wh o are e ng a g ed in it cease to be ordinary w ork­ 
men, following an ordinary trade, and become men wh om it 
is possible to inv est with th e a ur a of da ring and adv enture.
